little boxes pieced for that, purpose in 
the various business houses throughout 
the village. 

The increasing high cost of supples, 
the increased number of volunteer 
workers, coupled with the fact that 
practically no funds have been turned 
over to the society since Thanksgiving, 
have reduced its surplus to the lowest 
figure it has reached since its organiza- 
tion was fully established last August. 

The uncertain state of the weather 
and bad condition of the roada make it 
unpractable to plan anything at present 
in the way of a benefit for the purpose 
of adding to the funda. Until settled 
weather nothing of that sort could hope 
to succeed 

For the next three months the further 
activities of the Red Cross must depend 
upon the responses of the people as 
shown by the contents of the boxes 
named above as well as in their willing- 
ness to assume membership and pay the 
dues therefore. Forty cents of every 
membership dollar is credited to the 
auxiliary for the purchase of supplies. 

If the people of the villsge and sur- 
rounding country fail to uphold it, the 
work must very soon cease and the 
report of "No funds" be sent to head- 
quarters. 

Such a report would instantly cause 
suspicion of disloyalty, and must riot be 
allowed. 

These boxes will be taken care of by a 
committee twice a month— on the firat 
and fifteenth— and the contents deposit- 
ed in the bank to the credit of the 
society. It Is therefore earnestly urged 



ing division alone. These have all been 
accepted and sent upon their mission of 
comfort and relief. 

The knitting division have turned in 
two hundred and seventy-five garments. 

One hundred and six pairs of the much 
needed hand-knit socks have been aent 
out. 

To make a pair of socks requires one- 
half pound of yarn. For that yarn we 
mnst pay all the way from $2.30 to $3.50 
per pound. To make a suit of pajamas 
requires six and one-half to seven yards 
of outing flannel. For that we must 
give from 18c to 20c per yard. 

Those mathematically inclined will 
readily see that funds are supremely 
necessary to the work of the Red Cross. 

The workers are willing to do their 
unmost, but unless the necessary funds 
are supplied, at least during the next 
three months by free-will offerings and 
co-operation of the people of the town- 
ship, the work must very soon cease. 

Remember the Red Cross is not 
charity. It is a military organization 
and muBt be supported. 

It is a community affair appealing to 
all— along the broad lines of our com- 
mon humanity. 

Every man, woman and child in the 
townahip should have his or her name 
on the membership roll of the American 
Red Cross. It is the least that can be 
done to help stem the awful flood of 
suffering and missery that threatens to 
overwhelm the world. 

Do not stand aside and doubt and 
criticise. To do that requires no espec- 
ial brains nor ability. Get into the 
game and do your bit to win the war 
and bring peace to this war-lorn world. 

Organize the public achools into jun- 
ior auxiliaries. A sum of money equal 
to 25 per cent of the school enrollment

Farmers Return to Shippng

That danger exists " in' any practical 
degree in the consumption of home- 
canned food, as charged by Dr. Dick- 
son, of San' Francisco, In a recent arti- 
cle, is denied by experts in the home- 
economics office of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Dr. H. L. 
Lang of that office, in a communication 
that bos been sent out to the press, 
asserts that the chances of infection by 
the bacillus botulinus in home-canned 
is not even so great as the chance of 
contracting lockjaw from a pin scratch. 
Poisoning of this kind, he says, is far 
rarer than any other kind, of food- 
poisoning, such as that from meat t fish, 
oysters, mushrooms or shrimps, and 
and the publication of what he calls 
Dr. Dickson's "untimely article"should 
not be allowed to defeat the food- cam- 
paign, as he fears it may tend to do. 
"Cold-packed, canned products," he 
says, "are aB safe as it is possible to 
make them under the ordinary mechan- 
ical limitations of the present canning 
equipment." Dr. Lang writes furth- 
er: 

VThe bscillus botulinus is a spore- 
forming organism, but both the organ- 
ism and its spores are not very resistant 
to heat, the spores being killed by 
heating to 80 degrees centigrade, for 
one hour. The toxin which the organ- 
ism produces is also killed by boiling. 
Thorough cooking at the boiling tem- 
perature is therefore all that is neces- 
sary to kill the organism and its toxin 
in the food, and cases of botulism are 
due to the eating of food which has 
been infected with the organism and 
not been sufficiently cooked. Sausages, 
which might become infected with this 
organism, present ideal conditions for 
its growth, and have been a frequent 
cause of botulism. From this fact the 
name of the disease is derived. Infect- 
ed meat-products and, In a few in- 
stances, canned vegetables and fruits 
have been given as causes of botulism. 

"Recently Dr. Dickson of San Fran- 
cisco, has reported a study' of eleven 



outbreaks of food-poisoning, occurring 
during the past eighteen years in Cali- 
fornia, which he has attributed to eat- 
ing canned vegetables and fruits. In 
these cases no definite information is 
available as to the methods used in 
canning the vegetable*, but it is reason- 
able to assume that the contamination 
of the goods might have been brought 
about by the selection of food of poor 
quality for canning, by lack of cleanli- 
ness in packing the products, by, the 
neglect of some essential steps in the 
process, or bv failure of the heat to 
penetrate to all parts of the can in 
sterilization. 

"There is no danger that the type of 
food -poisoning known as 'Botulism* will 
result from eating fruits or vegetables 
which have been canned bv any of the 
methods recommended hy the United 
States Depaitment of Agriculture, pro- 
viding that such directions have been 
followed carefully and that no canned 
goods are eaten which show signs of 
spoilage. In case of any doubt as to 
whether the contents of a particular 
can have spoiled it it should be thrown 
away. If fed to chickens or other ani- 
mals it should be boiled. No canned 
food of any kind or any other home- 
cooked food which shows visible signs 
of spoilage should ever be eaten. In 
the cold-pock method of conning given 
out by the Department of Agriculture, 
only fresh vegetablea are recommend- 
ed for canning and sterilization is ac- 
complished by the following processes! 
Cleansing, blanching, cold dipping, 
packing in clean, hot jars, adding boil- 
ing water, scaling immediately and 
then sterilizing the sealed jars at a 
minimum temperature of 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit for one to four hours, oc 
cording to the character of the mater- 
ial. Since the spores of B. botulinuB 
are, killed by heating for one hour at 
175 degrees Fahrenheit, their is no rea- 
son to believe that the BotulinuB organ- 
ism will survive such treatment."— 
Literary Digest.

Leesburg, Fla., Feb. 4, 1918. 
Dear Mr. Johnson. 

I received your photo showing some • 
snow in Antioch. Let me say from all 
you Bee and feel here one would hot . 
think there was such a thing as snow in 
the world.- Dec. 31, was the coldest 
here for 26 years, was only 18 to 20 
above. Froze ice over ah inch thick, 
but did little damage to citrus tree, as 
the cold and dry weather proceeding 
had retarded the sap., but they say the 
freeze in February 1917, though riot so 
hsrd, did much more damage, after 
that date it was much warmer. Last 
three weeks has been 60 to 80 above. 
It seems queer in January to walk on 
shady Bide of street to escape the heat • 
from the sun. We have a lazy job here. 
I tell my wife I am afraid it will spoil 
us for Illinois. Lorraine is with us and 
attends school. We are all in fineshspe 
and now a little about Florida. 

You know Florida is a long state. It 
is also long on land, water and swamps, 
sand and rain. Leesburg is about in 
the center of the state coming down 
from Jacksonville, about one succession 
of views. Land covered with pine 
Btumps, coarse wild grass, scattering 
groves, pine trees with most of them 
tapped for turpentine, a little station 
where was a turpentine still, a store 
and postoffice, a few houses, a few 
negro cabins, a deserted saw mill in 
various stages of decay; then again a 
trip through another streak of land 
with perhaps a lot of live dak or a 
swamp in which cypress trees towered 
up towards the sky, all festooned with / 
moss hanging in great masses from/ 
every branch presents a striking ajr? 
pearance to those unaccustomed to ouch 
sights.

Steps will be taken immediately to 
fill the organization to its full complet- 
ment of 27,152 officers and men. The 
date for the arrival at Rockford of the 
5,000 selected men recently ordered 
there by Prov. Mar. Gen. Crowder has 
been advanced from Feb. 22 to Feb. 15. 
Immediately after that contingent 
haB been absorbed— the movement may 
spread over several dayB— local exemp 
tion boards in Chicago, northern Illinois 
and Wisconsin will be instructed to send 
to Camp Grant weekly shipments of 
men until the division is complete 

These men will be taken from the 
number placed in Class; 1 under the 
operations of the questionoire. The 
red tape that made the movement of 
the first. draft more or less cumbersome 
will not interfere with the rapid move- 
ment of men to the cantonment. 

The 80th divisionis understood here 
to be short about 12,000 men. By send- 
ing it 5,000 next week and then 1,000 
or 2,000 each week thereafter the W«r 
Department will be able to fill the com- 
mand within four or five weeks. 

It is believed a few hundred, extra 
men will be ordered to Rockford to 
ollow for rejections for physical rea- 
sons.

President May Relinquish Systems Be, 
. fore July, or Hold Them 18 Months 
—Improvements Made by Gov- 
ernment to Stand. 

^H Shln J t0u> ^bT 0- - Chairman 
smith of the senate Interstate com- 
merce committee in reporting favor- 
npiy to the senate- the' administration 
railroad bill, estimated. that under the 
measure's provisions the . government 
wiU gurnntee annually to the rail- 
roads $9-15,000.000, which will represent 
a return of 5.32 per cent This, ho 
fenys, "reflects neither poverty nor 
riciics, . but the committee believes a 
Majority of the railroads will accept 
tuese terms as a just und fair meas- 
ure of their constitutional rights." 

Minority reports are to be submitted 
by Senators Cummins and La Follette. 
Administration leaders plan to call up 
the bill for consideration next Mon- 
day. • 

"Your committee is of the opinion 
that this is the time for war emer- 
gency legislation, mid not the time to 
settle controversial questions concern- 
ing our future- transportation policy." 
Chairman Smith said in prefacing Ms 
report. He then took up the compen- 
sation section, and added: 

"About 75 great operating railroads 
ao over 00 per cent of the railroad 
business. The committee believes that 
most of these great railroad carriers 
will accept these terms us a just and 
fair measure of their constitutional 
rights. Section 1 further provides that 

h°l u y taxes ' imtIonal and state, 
;( shall, as now, be paid out of operating 
revenue ; but way taxes accruing under 
the act of October 3, 1017, are to' be 
Paid by the companies out of their own 
funds, or charged against the stand- 
ard return. In other words, the hold- 
ers of railroad securities are to bear 
their own Just portion of the war bur- 
den." 

The committee recommends, the re- 
port says, that Improvements made by 
the government while the carriers are 
under government control should go to 
tlie railroads when they are returned 
to the security holders. 

This should be arranged through an 
agreement between the carriers and 
the president. 

Discussing the provision Inserted by 
the committee, providing for the 
termination of government control 18 
months after the war, the report says : 
"There is also a provision to the ef- 
fect that the president may, prior to 
July 1 next, relinquish control of such 
^transportation systems as he may 
AJeem not needful or desirable, and 
"Vy, thereafter on agreement, relln- 
qufcdi all or any purt of uny system of 
'transportation." 

The "section also contains a general 
.provision that the president may re- 
linquish all railroads at any time when 
he shall deem such action needful or 
desirable;

New York, Feb. 7.— Franz Rlntelen, 
German agent, and ten co-defendants, 
nil Germans, were found guilty by n 
federal jury on Tuesday of conspiring 
to destroy munition und food ships of 
the entente allies. 

Each man convicted was sentenced 
to IS months in the federal prison at 
Atlanta. Gn., and to pay a line of $2;- 
0000. This is the maximum penalty. 
The defendants were characterized 
as "murderers at heart" by United 
States Assistant District Attorney 
Jnmes W. Osborne, Jr.. In summing up 
for. the government. He asked for a 
verdict of guilty, declaring the prose- 
cution laid proved its case. 

"These men were willing to strike a 
neutral in the back in order to prove 
loyalty to the fatherland." 

Mr. Osborne added: "Let us nssumo 
that the German government knew 
nothing about the plot, hut the fact re- 
mains that these conspirators planned 
this dastardly crime." 

The atorney attacked the defense 
of some of the accused that they 
thought they were making bombs for 
a legitimate purpose and asserted 
that Rlntelen had opened a bank ac- 
count for $."00,000 In nn International 
bank. Indicating existence of a fund 
for the alleged, conspiracy. 

The alleged conspiracy involved also 
the shipment of bombs to the Pacific 
coast to be placed on vessels sailing 
for the Orient. In all 83 ships valued 
at more than $-1,000,000 were said to 
have been damaged.

U-BOAT FAI LS TO SINK SHIP 

Aurania Torpedoed but Is Taken Safe- 

ly to Port— Was on Way to the 

United States. 



New lork, Feb. o.-The Cunard 
liner Aurania, 13,400 tons, was tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine with- 
in the last fo'rty-clght hours while 
bound for the United States, It was 
earned from officials of the Cunard 
line. Although badly damaged by the 
explosion, the ship was not sunk, and 
Is making Its way back to port with 
the assistance of government vessels, 
It was said. The ship carried but little 
cargo.

If passed it will enable him 
to revise completely the relationships 
oi tho most Important departments of 
the government so that great co-ordi- 
nation and centralization of functions 
can be effected. 

With a stroko of the pen, under 
these powers, It Is stated, the president 
would create a war cabinet. If he saw 
nt, or an ammunitions director. 

Under the bill the president may 
Shift and Interchange at will any and 
nil of the various bureau, depart- 
ments, commissions and oilicers. 

The bill states that the president, 
in making the various changes, shall 
net "in such manner as in his judg- 
ment shall seem best," and "as he may 
deem appropriate." 

The first section of the bill pro- 
vides: 

"That, for the national securitv of 
defense, for the successful prosecution 
of the war, for the support and main- 
tenance of the army and navy and for 
the better utilization of resources and 
industries and for the more effective 
exercise and more efficient administra- 
tion by the president of his powers as 
commander in chief of tho land and 
naval forces, the president is hereby 
authorized und empowered to make 
such redistribution of functions nmong 
executive agencies as he may deem 
necessary, Including any functions, 
duties and powers hitherto by law 
conferred upon any executive depart- 
ment, commission, bureau, agency, of- 
fice or officer, in such manner as in his 
Judgment shall seem best fitted to car- 
ry out the purpose of this act, and to 
this end Is authorized to make such 
regulations and to Issue such orders 
us he may deem necessary."

Amsterdam, Feb. 18.— Russia has 
declared the state of war to be at an 
end «nd has ordered the demobiliza- 
tion of Russluu forces on nil fronts, 
uccordlng to a dispatch received here 
dated Brest-Litovsk on Sunduy. 
The dlsputeh follows: 
"The president of the Russian dele- 
gation at today's (Suuduy's) sitting 
stuted that, while Russia was deslst- 
ng from signing a formal peace treaty. 
It declared tho stuto of war to be eud- 
ecl with Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
xurkey and Bulgaria, simultaneously 
giving orders for complete demobiliza- 
tion of Russian forces on all fronts."

ditch, and If, as Is often the case, the 
road ditch Is obstructed, this water 
gets over tlio road, making n muddv 
rond, which under the trafllc soon be- 
comes Impassable. This can be pre- 
vented by running n ditch, (a single 
furrow may answer,) along the fence 
line and discharging the water Into u 
road culvert at a point where It will 
drain away. This condition also em- 
phasizes the necessity of keeping all 
the road culverts open nnd ready to 
carry water."

How to get a good road system Is 
not a difficult problem, If a county or 
township is willing to be guided by 
common sense. Tho first step Is to em- 
ploy a competent highwny engineer.

• The time to change the calf from 
whole milk to skim milk depends upon 
tho development of the calf.

This Can Be Done by Giving Proper 
Crown or Cross Slope to Road— 
Soils Differ. 

Water falling on tho rond should be 
carried to tho side ditches by giving 
a proper crown or cross slope to tho 
rond.

The slope should vary with different 
soils. For a loamy soil a crown of 
about one Inch per foot Is considered 
proper; on a clay soil an Inch nnd a 
half to two Inches. The side slopes of 
ditches should bo much greater. Tin 
longltudlnnl slope or grndo will nlso 
somewhat determine the crown. On 
a steep grade It Is necessnry to give 
a greater crown to keep the water 
from running, down tho traveled road- 
way and washing gullies.

A.remark of an old. employee of the 
city hall to the Judge of probate court 
when the will of John Klein was pro- 
bated started the Investigation which 
led to the discovery. Mrs. Klein Is now 
seventy-three years old. 

Mrs. Klein was committed to the 
hospital June 9, 1874, from Ramsey 
county. She hus' been entirely the 
ward of the state since. There were 
no cnllers for Anna Klein; no delica- 
cies were sent by husband or relative; 
no clothes were supplied other than 
those of the state— tho recofds show 
she was deserted. 

Husband Died Wealthy. 
John Klein died In St. Paul more 
than a year ago a wealthy man, leav- 
ing three children by the first wife nnd 
two by the second to claim their share 
of the large estate. 

There were no objections to the pro- 
bate of the will, neither were any ob- 
stacles expected to come until an old 
employee of the city hall, talking to 
the judge of probate, said that he re- 
membered well the day the will was 
made and also that he had never henrd 
that the first Mrs. Klein had ever died. 
This remark throw a monkey wrench 
Into the Judicial machinery for a short 
time; the children were loth to give 
any credence to the remark— in fact, 
laughed at, It; the Judge would not 
probate until after an investigation. 

Tho unexpected homecoming of Miss 
Mnry A. Klein from California, where 
she wns for several months, hastened 
matters.

The president pnrtlculnrly flayed 
Count von Ucrtllng's proposal that 
questions of territory and the future 
of nationalities were matters for dis- 
cussion between those nations only di- 
rectly affected Instead of by a world 
congress. In reply lie said no perma- 
nent peace could come In this way. 
Text of Wilson's Address. 
The president's address follows: 

Gentlemen of the congress* 
■VOn January 8 I had the honor of 
addressing you on the objects of the 
war as our people conceive them. The 
prime minister of Great Britain had 
spoken In similar terms on January f> 
To these addresses the fJerman chan- 
cellor replied on the iMtl, and Count 
Czernln for Australia on the same day. 
It Is gratifying to have our desire so 
proaiptly realized that tdl exchanges of 
view on this great matter should fie 
made In the hearing of all the world 

. "fount CV.ernln's reply, which Is dl- 

" J -M«£.4|ilelly to my own address on 
January S, fs-\t tercel In a very friend- 
ly tone. \ 

Sees Basis lor Discussion. 
"He finds In my-statement n suf- 
ficiently encouraging u|proach to the 
views of his own govemnent to justify 
him In believing that It furnishes a 
basis for a more .detailed discussion of 
purposes by the two governments. lie 
Is represented to have intimated that 
the views he was expressing laid been 
communicated to me beforehand and 
that I was aware of thimi at the time 
he was uttering them, but in this I am 
sure he was misunderstood. 

"Count von llertllngis reply Is, I 
must say, very vague and very con- 
fusing. It Is full of equivocal phrases 
find leads, It Is not clear where. Kut It 
is certain In a very different tone, from 
that of Count Czernln ami apparently 
of an opposite purpose. It contlrms, I 
am sorry to say, rather than removes, 
the unfortunate impression made by 
what we had learned of the conference 
nt Urest-Lltovsk. Ills discussion and 
acceptance of our general principles 
lead him to no practical conclusion. 
Accepts Principle of Diplomacy. 
"He refuses to apply them to the 
substantive Items which must consti- 
tute the body of any final settlement 
Ho Is jealous of International action 
and of International counsel. He ac- 
cepts, he says, the principle of public 
dinlomucy, but he appears to InslHt 
that It be confined, at any rate In this 
case, to generalities, and that the sev- 
eral particular questions of territory 
und sovereignty, the several questions 
upon whose settlement must depend 
the acceptance of peace by the twenty- 
three states now engaged In the war, 
must be discussed and settled, not In 
genernl couifcll, but severally by the 
nations most Immediately concerned 
by Interest or neighborhood. 
-. "He agreed that the seas should bo 
free, but looks askance at any limita- 
tion to that freedom by International 
uctlon In the interest of the common 
order. He would without reserve be 
glad to see economic barriers removed 
between nation and nation, for that 
could In no way Impede the ambitions 
of the military party with whom he 
seems, constrained to keep on terms. 
Neither does he raise objection to a 
limitation of armaments. That mat- 
ter will be settled of Itself, he thinks, 
by the economic conditions which must 
follow the war. But the German colo- 
nies, he demands, must he returned 
without, debate. He will discuss with 
no one but the representatives of Itus- 
sla what dispositions shall be made of 
the people and the lands of the Baltic 
provinces; with no one but the gov- 
ernment of Prance the "conditions" 
under which French territory shall be 
evacuated; and only with Austria 
what shall be done with Poland. 



tlons nffectlng the Enlfcan states ho 
defers, as I understand him, to Austrln 
and Turkey; arid with regard to the 
agreements to bo entered into concern- 
ing the non-Turkish peoples of the 
present Ottoman empire to the Turk- 
ish authorities themselves. After a 
settlement all around, effected In this, 
fashion, by Individual barter and, con- 
cession, he would have no objection, 
if I correctly Interpret ids statement, 
to a league of.uatlons wlilch-wbiild un- 
dertake to hold the new balance of 
power steady against external disturb- 
ances. 

"It must bo evident to everyone who 
understands what this war has 
wrought In the opinion and temper of 
the world that no general peace, no 
peace worth the Infinite sacrifices ' of 
these years of tragical suffering, can 
possibly be arrived at In auy such 
fashion. 

Peace of World Is at Stake. 

"The method the German chancellor 
proposes Is the method of the congress 
of Vienna. We. cannot and will not 
return to that. What Is at stake now 
'Is the peace of the world. What we 
are striving for Is a new International 
order based upon hroad and universal 
principles of right and justice— no 
mere peace of shreds and patches. Is 
It possible that Count von Hertllng 
does not see that, does not grasp It, Is, 
in fact, living In his thought In a world 
dead and gone? Has he utterly for- 
gotten the reichstag resolutions of the 
10th of July, or does he deliberately 
Ignore them? They spoke of the con- 
ditions of a general peace, not of na- 
tional nggrandlzement or of arrange- 
ments between state and state. The 
peace of the world depends upon the 
Just settlement of each of the several 
problems to which I adverted In my re- 
cent address ito the congress. I, of 
course, do not mean that the peace 
of the world depends upon the accept- 
ance of any particular set of sugges- 
tions as to the way in which -those 
problems are to be dealt with. I mean 
only that these probems, each and all, 
affect the vholo world; that unless 
they are dealt with In a spirit of un- 
selfish and unbiased Justice, with a 
view to the wishes,- the natural con- 
nections, the racial aspirations, the se- 
curity and peace of mind of the peo- 
ples Involved, no permanent peace will 
have been attained. 

"They cannot be discussed separate- 
ly or la corners. None of them con- 
stitute a private or separate Interest 
from which the opinion of the world 
may ho shut out. Whatever affects 
the peace affects mankind, and noth- 
ing settled by military force, if -settled 
wrong, is settled at all. It will- pres- 
ently have to be reopened. 

Refers to Reichstag Resolutions. 
"Is Count von Hertllng not aware 
that he Is speaking In the court of 
mankind, that all the awakened na- 
tions of the world now sit In Judgment 
on what every public man of whatever 
nation may say on the Issues of a con- 
flict which has spread to every region 
of the world? The reichstag resolu- 
tions of July themselves frankly ac- 
cepted ' the decisions of that court. 
There shall be no annexations, no con- 
tributions, no punitive damages. Peo- 
ples are not Irj be handed about from 
one sovereignty to another by an In- 
ternational conference or an under- 
standing between rivals and antagon- 
ists. National aspirations- must be re- 
spected, peoples may now he dominat- 
ed and governed only by their own con- 
sent. 



"Self.Determfnation" Imperative. 
"'Self-determination' Is not a mere 
phrase, It Is an Imperative principle 
of action, which statesmen will hence- 
forth Ignore at their peril. AH the 
parties to this war must join In the 
settlement of every issue anywhere In- 
volved In It, because what we am seek- 
ing Is a peace that we can all unite to 
guarantee and maintain and every Item 
of it must l)e submitted to the common 
judgment whether it be right or fair, 
an act of justice rather than a bargain 
between sovereigns. 

"The United States has no desire 
to Interfere in European affairs or to 
act as arbiter In European territorial 
disputes. She would disdain to take 
advantage of any internal weakness or 
disorder to impose her own will upon 
another people. She Is quite ready to 
bo shown that the settlements she has 
suggested are not the best or the most 
enduring. They are only her own pro- 
visional sketch of principles nnd of the 
way in which they should be applied. 
Causes Must Be Removed. 
"But she entered this war because 
she was made a partner, whether she 
would or not, in the sufferings and In- 
dignities Indicted by the military mas- 
ters of Germany, against the peace and 
security of munklnd, and the condi- 
tions of pence will touch her as nearly 
as they will touch any other nation to 
which Is 'entrusted a leading part In 
the; maintenance of civilization. She 
cannot see her way to peace until the 
causes of this war are removed, Its re- 
newal rendered* as nearly as may be 
impossible. 

"The war had Its roots In the dis- 
regard of the rights of small nations 
and of nationalities which lacked the 
union and the force to make good their 



•In the determination of all ques- 1 claim to determine their own nl- dom." 



leglances and their own forms of po- 
litical life. 

"Count von Hertllng wants the es- 
sential bases of commercial and In- 
dustrial life to be safeguarded by com- 
mon agreement and guaranty, but he 
cannot expect that to bo conceded him 
If the other matters to be determined 
by the articles of peace are not han- 
dled In the same way as Items In the 
final accounting. 
/ "No Foundation for Peace." * 

"He cannot ask the benefit of com- 
mon agreement in' the one field with- 
out according it In the other. I take 
it for granted that he sees that separ- 
ate and selllsh compacts with regard 
to trade and the .essential materials of 
manufacture would afford no founda- 
tion for peace. Neither, he may rest 
assured, will separate and selfish com- 
pacts with regard to provinces and 
peoples. 

"Count Czernln seems to see the 
fundamental elements of peace with 
clear eyes and does not seek to ob- 
scure them, lie sees that an Independ- 
ent Poland, made up of all the indis- 
putably Polish peoples who He con- 
tiguous to one another, is a matter of 
European concern, and must, of 
course, he conceded; that Belgium 
must bo evacuated and restored, no 
matter what sacrifices and concessions 
that may Involve, aad that national as- 
pirations must be satisfied even within 
h Al°A vn empire In the common interest 
of Europe rind mankind. 

"Seeing and conceding ns he does 
the essential principles Involved nnd 
the necessity of candidly applying 
them, he naturally feels that Austria 
can respond to the purpose of peace 
as expressed by the United States with 
less embarrassment than could Ger- 
many, lie would probably have gone 
must further had It not been for the 
embarrassments of Austria's ulllances 
and of her dependence upon Germnny. 
"After all, the test of .whether it 
Is possible for either government to 
go any further In this comparison of 
views Is simple and obvious. 

Principles to Be Applied. 
The principles to be applied are 
these : 

"1. That each part of the final set- 
tlement must be based upon the essen- 
tial justice of that -.particular cause 
and upon such adjustments as are 
most likely to bring a peace that will 
be permanent. % 

"2. That peoples and provinces are 
not to he bartered about from sover- 
eignty to sovereignty as If they were 
mere chattels and pawns in a game, 
oven tlie great game, now forever dis- 
credited, of the balance of power: 
but that, 

"3. Every territorial settlement in- 
volved In this war must be made in the 
interest and for the beaefit of the 
populations concerned nnd not as a 
part of any adjustment or- compromise 
of claims among rival states; and, 

"4. That all well-defined national 
aspirations shall he accorded the ut- 
most satisfaction that can he accorded 
them without Introducing new or per- 
petuating old elements of discord and 
antagonism that would be likely In 
time to break the peace of Europe 
and consequently of the world. 
Only Germany Falls to Concur. 
"A general peace erected on such 
foundations can be discussed. Un- 
til such a peace can he secured we 
have no choice but to go on. So far 
as we can Judge these principles that 
we regard as fundamental are already* 
everywhere" accepted among the 
spokesmen of the military and annex- 
ationist party In Germany. The trag- 
ical circumstance Is that tlds one party 
In Germany Is apparently willing and 
able to send millions of men to their 
death to prevent what all the world 
now sees to he Just. 

"I would not be a true spokesman 
of the people of the United States If 
I did not say once more that we en- 
tered this war upon.no small occasion 
and that we never can turn bnck from 
a course chosen upon principle. Our 
resources are In part mobilized now, 
and we shall not pause until they are 
mobilized In their entirety. Our arm- 
ies are rapidly going to the fighting 
front and will go more and more rap- 
Idly. 

"Our whole strength will he put Into 
this war of emancipation— emancipa- 
tion from the threat and attempted 
mastery, of selfish groups of autocratic 
rulers— whatever the difficulties and 
present partial delays. 

"We Shall Not Turn Back." 

"We are Indomitable In our power 
of Independent actloa and can in no 
circumstance consent to live In a 
world governed by Intrigue and force. 
We believe that our own desire for n 
new International order under which 
reason and justice and the common In- 
terests of mankind shall prevail Is the 
desire of enlightened men everywhere. 
Without that new order the world will 
bo without peace and human life will 
lack tolerable conditions of existence 
nnd development. Having set our 
hand to the task of achieving It we 
shnll not turn bnck. 

"The power of the United States Is 
a menace to no natloa or people. It 
will never be used in aggression or for 
the aggrandizement of any selfish In- 
terest of our own. It springs out of 
freedom nnd Is for the service of free-

A one horse 
or mule outfit, 1 horse plow, 1 horse 
wagon. They plow about 2 inches deep 
and a little wider. The people are very 
quiet and orderly. No police and I am 
informed there is no one in town who 
receives public aasitance; also they 
have had no saloon here for 20 years. 
The town is bone dry. The county is 
Lake county, named as at home from 
its many lakes, but they have some 
here much larger than ours. 

Last Friday ended the Annual County 
School and Agricultural fair at Frances. 
We were invited by Mr. Lyman Pad- 
dock to accompany them in their boat. 
We started from the landing.at 9 a. m. 
1J hours run through three lakes and 
two canals brought us to the fair 
grounds.
